It's Time for 
Full-Crew 
Law to Go 


A news item from Bob C. 


Worley, Forth Smith, chairman 
of a Shippers' Committee 
representing the principal 
industries 
and 
farm 


associations 
of Arkansas, 


advises me that on Wednesday, 
June 21, he will file with the 
Secretary of State, Little Rock, 
a petition to place on the 
general election ballot this year 
an initiated act to repeal our 
state's so-called full-crew law. 


Down through the years The 


Star has supported every full- 
crew repealer attempt and will 
do so again this November. 


It is not that we are anti- 


labor. To the contrary, the 
actual effect of a full-crew law 
is to depress full employment. 
This is the majority opinion of 
impartial economists—but you 
can't tell that to hard-headed 
unionists, seeking special 
privilege at the expense of all 
the other workers in our state. 


Several general elections ago 


a local railroad union official 
whom I knew quite well took me 
to task for supporting a current 
proposal to repeal full-crew. He 
said: "It won't cut your freight 
bill."I replied: "Perhaps not— 
but it may prevent our freight 
rate from going still higher." 


The Star has a direct stake in 


the repealer. So do all our 
subscribers and advertisers. 
We bring in three carloads of 
newsprint (paper) one year, 
and 
four cars the 
next, 


averaging 90 to 120 tons an- 
nually. And all of it comes by 
rail. 


But freight rates have gone so 


high, and labor for drayage 
(car unloading) has grown so 
scarce that right now we are 
weighing the possibility of 
quitting rail shipments and 
going to truck delivery. If we 
buy an expensive fork-lift truck 
equipped 
with 
newsprint 


clamps we can unload a truck 
with 
a 
couple 
of men- 


compared to a whole crew 
required in unloading a box car. 


Obviously, 
artificially- 


increased railroad freight rates 
hurt general business and 
depress general hiring of labor 
all over Arkansas. 


It simply doesn't make sense 


to support an Arkansas-only 
law which compels the railroad 
to add extra men to a crew 
whose original size was con- 
sidered "safe" in Missouri, pay 
them for the trip across 
Arkansas, and then lay them off 
on reaching Texas, where the 
original crew size is considered, 
as in Missouri, to be "safe." 


Finally, Mr. Worley reported 


in an advertisement in The Star 
June 14 that Wisconsin recently 
repealed its full-crew law- 
making Arkansas the only state 
with this obsolete law still on its 
book.

118 die in 
plane crash

LONDON (AP) - A British 


jetliner crashed Sunday just 
after taking off for Brussels, 
killing all 118 persons aboard. 
It was the worst air crash on 
British soil, and the dead in- 
cluded 29 Americans. 


Among the victims were at 


least 12 British physicians on 
their way to a professional con- 
gress and several top leaders of 
Irish industry. 


The three-jet Trident airliner, 


operated by British European 
Airways, plunged into a field 
near a busy road two minutes 
after taking off from London's 
Heathrow Airport. The plane 
was full, many of the passen- 
gers having booked seats to 
beat the international pilot's 
strike today. 


Britain's aerospace minister, 


Michael Heseltine, visited the 
crash site and said later "both 
flight recorders on the plane 
have been recovered and their 
information will be fed into 
computers to help the official 
inquiry into the disaster." 


Most of the Irish victims 


were members of a delegation 
of industrialists going to Brus- 
sels for talks at the headquar- 
ters of the Common Market. 


Among them were Con Smith, 


president of the Confederation 
of 
Irish 
Industry; 
Michael 


Sweetman, an economist and 
writer who was director of the 
Irish Council of the Eruopean 
Movement; Ivan Webb, chair- 
man of the Council of the Irish 
Employers' Federation; and 
Guy Jackson, an executive of 
Guinness Brewery who played 
on Ireland's Davis Cup tennis 


team. 


The doctors were traveling to 


an international homeopathic 
congress. Among them were 
Dr. Thomas Fergus Stewart, an 
authority on homeopathy, and 
his wife Dr. Elizabeth Stewart. 
He was superintendent of a hos- 
pital in Glasgow, Scotland. 


The worst previous air crash 


in Britain occurred 21 years 
ago when an Avro Tudor loaded 
with

crashed, killing 81 persons. 


The crash Sunday was the 


third in five days in which 
there was a heavy loss of life. 
Ninety died Wednesday when a 
Japan Airlines DCS crashed in 
India, and 81 persons were 
killed Thursday when a Cathay 
Pacific Convair went down in 
South Vietnam's central high- 
lands.

Moscow radio demands U.S. 
halt VN military activities

Moscow Radio demanded to- 


day that the United States "im- 
mediately and unconditionally" 
halt military actions against 
North Vietnam's ports and re- 
sume "constructive talks" in 
Paris. The broadcast also said 
the Soviet government would 
continue to supply "all neces- 
sary aid" to Hanoi's war effort. 


The Soviet blast put a damp- 


er on anticipations of new 
peace moves from the Commu- 
nist side generated by a flurry 
of diplomatic visits to the Far 
East. Henry A. Kissinger was 
due in Peking. Soviet President 
Nikolai Podgorny completed a 
visit to Hanoi, and North Viet- 
nam's representative in secret 
talks with Kissinger, Politburo 
member Ije Due Tho, returned 
to Hanoi after talks in the Chi- 
nese capital. 


The Moscow Radio broadcast 


was the first Soviet acknowl- 
edgment of Podgorny's trip to 
Hanoi. It said he had conferred 
there with Xuan Thuy, the chief 
of the North Vietnamese dele- 
gation to the Paris peace talks, 
and with I* Due Tho. 


Podgorny himself had height- 


ened the expectations of some 
movement toward peace when 
he told newsmen in Calcutta 
Sunday that the Paris talks 


would resume "soon" and that 
"the Soviet Union will do ev- 
erything possible for a de-esca- 
lation of the Vietnam war." 


North Vietnam gave no con- 


crete evidence of any change so 
far. A weekend Hanoi broad- 
cast demanded once more that 
the United States cease bomb- 
ing North Vietnamese territory 
and blockading its ports. 


The Soviet statement on Pod- 


gorny's trip, which was also 
published in Tass, the official 
news agency, said the Vietnam- 
ese Communists' seven-point 
peace program — which the 
United States rejected — "con- 
stitutes a constructive basis for 
settlement" of the Vietnamese 
situation. 


Following a weekend stop- 


over in Hawaii, Kissinger left 
Guam early today for Shanghai 
and Peking. The U.S. presiden- 
tial adviser was due tonight in 
the Chinese capital for a new 
round of talks with Chinese 
leaders both on furthering the 
normalization 
of Washington- 


Peking relations and on "issues 
of common interest." It was a 
foregone conclusion that Viet- 
nam was among those issues. 


The Paris talks on Vietnam 


were 
suspended 
indefinitely 


May 4 when the U.S. side ac- 
cused the Communists of fail- 
ing to negotiate seriously 


Four days ago, the United 


States rejected another Com- 
munist request to resume the 
meetings. William J. Porter, 
the chief U.S. delegate, said

Vietnam showed the Commu- 
nists still do not want to nego- 
tiate.

3 U.S. carriers shut down 
Strike by 
pilots is 
underway

Airline pilots launched a 


worldwide 24-hour strike early 
today, forcing the. cancellation 
of service by 19 foreign flag 
airlines. However, only a few 
U.S. carriers had to ground all 
flights immediately. 


In the United States, only 


Eastern Airlines, Southern Air- 
ways and Northeast Airlines 
among the larger carriers shut 
down service as pilots defied a 
temporary federal court in- 
junction against participation in 
the strike by members of the 
U.S. Airline Pilots Association. 


Some of America's largest 


airlines announced their pilots 
were not taking part in the 
work stoppage. There were no 
immediate reports of major 
schedule 
disruptions at any 


U.S. airports. 


The strike, which took effect 


at 2 a.m. EOT, was called by 
the International Federation of 
Airline Pilots to dramatize its 
belief 
that 
more 
stringent 


measures are needed to dis- 
courage airplane hijackings. 


"It's under way," a spokes- 


man for the ALPA said shortly 
after the 2 a.m. deadline. He 
acknowledged it would be hard 
to assess the impact of the 
strike during the early morning 
hours when fewer flights were 
scheduled. However, service on 
Trans World Airlines, Ameri- 
can Airlines, Northwest Air- 
lines, Delta Airlines, United 
Airlines and Western Airlines 
was reported to be running nor- 
mally. 


Foreign airlines were more 


uniformly out of service. Those 
listing no flights today included 
Irish Airlines, Scandanavian 
Airlines System, Air France, 
Sabena Belgian World Aorlines, 
El Al, Air Canada, Alitalia, 
Lufthansa, Swissair and Air 
New Zealand. 


Czechoslovakia said air traf- 


fic would be halted for one hour 


to protest air piracy and mem- 
oralize the death of a Czech pi- 
lot killed in a hijacking last 
week. 


Airports in Hong Kong, Ma- 


nila, Tokyo and Berlin reported 
minimal disruptions, but air 
service in London was thrown 
into confusion. 
A Pan Am 


spokesman in New York said 
the airline was experiencing 
problems 
in two airports- 


Vienna, where ground crews 
were walking out in sympathy 
with the protest and the Pan- 
ama City airport, where cars 
were said to be blocking ramps 
leading off the runways.

Supreme Court today declared 
illegal the government's wire- 
tapping of suspected domestic 
"subversives" without a war- 
rant. 


Justice I/ewis F. Powell Jr., 


speaking for the court, said the 
wiretapping without 
judicial 


permission is unconstitutional 
as well as unauthorized by the 
1968 Safe Streets Act. 


The former Richmond law- 


yer, appointed to the court by

Nixon, said: 
"The 


danger to political dissent is 
acute where the government at- 
tempts to act under so vague a 
concept as the power to protect 
'domestic security'." He added: 


"The price of lawful public 


dissent must not be a dread of 
subjection to an unchecked sur- 
veillance power. Nor must the 
fear of unauthorized official ea- 
vesdropping deter vigorous citi- 
zen dissent and discussion of 
government action in private 
conversation.

Memorial is 
held for S.D.

RAPID CITY, S.D. (AP) - 


The living bade farewell to the 
dead Sunday in a simple me- 
morial service in a high school 
gymnasium. 


The people who half-filled the 


fi,200-seat gym included the 
humble and the mighty: a 
weeping young mother with an 
infant in her arms, to Mrs. 
Richard M. Nixon, somberly 
dressed in black. 


It was a subdued but moving 


scene of America: the munici- 
pal band playing "The Lord's 
Prayer," the community choir 
bolstered by any other towns- 
people who wanted to sing with 
them intoning "Oh God, Our 
Help in Ages Past," and the 
whole assemblage concluding in 
"The Battle Hymn of the Re- 
public." 


"Death, sorrow, grief and 


separation have stalked our 
Black Hills community this 
past week in power and propor- 
tions never known to us be- 
fore," said the Rev. Burnell A. 
Lund, pastor of the Trinity Lu-

Mike Brunick, who back-packed 
into the flooded areas, bringing 
out at least eight persons. 


She also talked briefly with 


Joy Medley, a major in the Sal- 
vation Army here. She helped 
direct that organization's mas- 
sive relief program, despite the 
loss of her husband, also a ma- 
jor, in the flood.

Hurricane hits Florida 


APALACHICOLA, 
Florida 


(AP)—Florida's panhandle was 
lashed by gales and crashing 
seas today as Hurricane Agnes 
thundered toward a landfall, 
with 14 person killed after eight 
tornadoes had touched down in 
various parts of the state. The 
Weather Bureau said all appar- 
ently were spwaned by Agnes. 


Seven persons were killed in 


south Florida and seven died 
earlier in Cuba as the storm 
raked the tip of the island and 
roared northward through the 
Gulf of Mexico. 


The National Hurricane Cen- 


ter in Miami said the hurri- 
cane's 80-mile-an-hour winds 


were bearing down on Apa- 
lachicola, a sleepy town in the 
center of a popular tourist 
area. 


"She's getting very close to 


land now," said forecaster Ar- 
nold Sugg. 


The Hurricane Center said 


Agnes' eye was just off the 
panhandle coast. 


Highest sustained winds were 


estimated between 75 to 80 
m.p.h. with gusts whipping up 
to 95 m.p.h. in squalls. 


A tornado watch was issued 


for an area 80 miles either side 
of a line from Brunswick to Co- 
lumbus, Ga., and flash flood 
watches were posted for south- 


ern Georgia and northern Flori- 
da.

Television and 


Radio

NEW YORK (AP) — They 


don't often top the Nielsen pop- 
ularity lists, but there are more 
than 
175 different 
religious 


series in syndication on tele- 
vision stations across the na- 
tion, plus uncounted numbers of 
purely local programs. 


They come in all sorts of 


guises and even disguises— 
"Davey and Goliath," for in- 
stance, is an animated cartoon 
show for children, sponsored by 
the Lutheran Church in Amer- 
ica; and "Insight" is adult dra- 
ma sponsored by the Paulist 
Fathers. 


Statistics on the number of 


programs were recently com- 
piled for the first time by the 
Broadcast Institute of North 
America. The survey turned up 
more than series—there were 
specials, one-shot programs 
and programs of lengths rang- 
ing from 4Mz to 90 minutes. 


The Rev. Dr. Martin J. Neeb, 


executive director of television 
for the Lutheran Church-Mis- 
souri Synod, conceded that, in 
the larger cities there is a ten- 
dency to tuck religious pro- 
grams in what he called "unsa- 
leable hours." Very often the 
programs are broadcast on 
Sunday mornings, which is 
great for shut-ins, but many re- 
ligious-minded people who com- 
prise an important part of the 
logical audience are attending 
the churches of their choice. 


"In the smaller markets, 


however, the programs 
are 


likely to be broadcast later on 
Sundays and even on Thurs- 
days and Saturdays," he said. 
"We are concerned that Satur- 
day, 
with all those children's 


shows, has been slowly eroding 
as a day for religious programs 
and now with some children's 
shows on Sunday mornings, 
those hours are also filling up." 


Although many of the reli- 


gious programs are essentially 
parts of dramatic anthologies, 
the category is broad, including 
sermons, discussions, 
inter- 


views, documentaries, musical 
programs and even variety. 
Most of them are shown with- 
out commercials as public serv- 
ice programming, but not all. 


Dr Nebb believes there is a 


potentially large audience for 
such programs in prime eve- 
nine time When his "Christ- 
mas Is" was presented as a 
holiday special on ABC 18 
months ag-. it was seen by an 
estimated 25 million persons. It 
was repeated last Christmas 
with in equally impressive au- 
dience

now must set his sights on the 
British Open at Muirfield July 
12-15 and the American PGA at 
Oakland Hills in Birmingham, 
Mich., Aug. 3-«. 


The final round over the 6,- 


812-yard, par 72 Pebble Beach 
course that snakes along the 
crashing waves of the Pacific 
Ocean was played in conditions 
too foul for man or beast. 


The winds whipping off the 


ocean reached gusts of 30 miles 
an hour. The postage stamp 
greens were hard as concrete 
and slick as marble. All of the 
competitors, 
including 
Nick- 


laus, found themselves playing 
out of craggy canyons and ofl 
of rocky beaches. 


Twenty-eight of the 70 survi- 


vors failed to break 80. Two- 
time champion Bill Casper had 
a score of 300.

Grounds for Arrest 


Two policemen, cruising in a 


"narcotics neighborhood," saw 
a man emerge from an apart- 
ment house and head for a wait- 
ing taxicab. After a quick glance 
up and clown the street, he en- 
tered the cab. 


Their suspicions aroused, the 


officers approached the cab and 
—although they had no warrant 
- placed the man under arrest. 
Sure enough, he was carrying 
a quantity of heroin. 


But when the case came to 


court, the judge held the arrest 
unlawful and the evidence inad- 
missible. He said the police had 
no right to act on what was little 
more than a hunch. 


Under most narcotics laws, of- 


ficers may arrest without a war- 
rant only if they have "reason- 
able grounds" for suspecting a 
violation. This means something 
more than a vague feeling that 
something is amiss. 


Even a tip from an informer 


may not be enough. Thus: 


A narcotics user told police he 


hud gotten his supply from a 
certain "Joe" al a certain ad- 
dress. Police found and arrested 
Joe, 
but again the arrest was 


held improper. 


Reason: the 
police had 
no 


prior experience w i t h thU par- 
ticular informer, hence no >pe- 
cial reason to consider him trust- 
worthy, hence no "reasonable 
grounds" for making the arrest. 


By contrast, a court upheld ;;n 


arrest when the i n f u r m e r hail re- 
peatedly turned out to be right 
in the past.

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Father's Day present is

SILVER SPRING, Md. ( A P ) 


— George C. Wallace's doctors 
have handed him a superb Fa- 
thers' Day present: word that 
he has a 90-per-<?ent chance of 
being able to move about with 
assistance within six months. 


Following delicate surgery 


Sunday to remove from his 
spinal canal a bullet that has 
left him paralyzed from the 
waist down, the Alabama gov- 
ernor's physicians indicated he 
will be able to attend next 
month's Democratic National 
Convention. 


But they said there is less 


than a 50-50 chance he will ever 


be able to walk normally again. 
Chances are belter, they im- 
plied, that Wallace will be able 
to partially conquer his paral- 
ysis to the extent that he could 
walk a few steps with the aid of 
braces and crutches. 


They stressed an even-more- 


likely prospect: that Wallace 
will be able to stand unassisted 
and to move about with the 
help of crutches and braces 
"by 
swinging 
along, rather 


than walking," even if the par- 
alysis persists. This would 
mean he would not have to 
spend the rest of his life in a 
wheelchair.

Those with incomes between 


$4,320 and 
$6,960 could 
be 


charged maximum fees of $317 
a year for use of the day care 
centers for their children. 


Well-off families could use 


the centers but would have to 
pay the full costs. 


Care in the centers would be 


much more than custodial, of- 
fering a wide range of serv- 
ices—educational, 
nutritional, 


medical and social. 


The Democratic sponsors of 


the 
bill 
offered 
some con- 


cessions to make the new ver- 
sion more acceptable to the 
President. 


The vetoed 1971 measure 


would have authorized $2 billion 
in one year, while the biggest 
single year authorization in the 
current measure is $1.6 billion. 


The President objected that 


the 1971 bill would have per- 
mitted far too many sponsors 
of the proposed centers. 
It 


would have allowed a sponsor 
group in any town of 5,000 or 
more, which could total 7,000. 


The 1972 version limits spon- 


sor groups to cities of 25,000 or 
more. This would limit the po- 
tential total to 2,000.

Business Council for Consumer 
Affairs, created by President 
Nixon last August, are volun- 
tary. 


Business members of the 


panel said that most products 
should contain the packaging 
and labeling information within 
a year. 


Commerce Secretary Peter 


G. Peterson said he is writing 
the heads of companies and 
trade associations throughout 
the country to urge them to 
adopt the guidelines. 


Many of the guidelines have 


been adopted by businesses. 
And the principles were broad- 
ly stated, leaving room for a 
wide range of packaging and 
labeling practices. 


Jarnes P. McFarland, chair- 


man of the board of General 
Mills, Inc., is head of the coun- 
cil. He told newsmen that he 
believed that the great major- 
it) of businessmen and trade 
associations would agree volun- 
tarily to the guidelines. 


He also said he has asked for 


a review within his own com- 
pany to find out if it is in com- 
pliance with the principles. 


The set of 13 guidelines called 


for businesses to provide: 


—The identity of the product 


by its common or usual name, 
the quantity in terms of weight, 
measure, size, or count.

State Supreme Court 
hands down verdicts 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Supreme Court, without hearing 
oral argument, ruled today that 
an Arkansas man acquitted of 
a murder charge cannot be 
tried for robbery in the same 
incident. 


The court, with only Chief 


Justice Warren E. Burger dis- 
senting, received a decision of 
the Arkansas Supreme Court in 
the case of Dennis Turner. 


A jury acquitted Turner in 


April 1969 of charges of mur- 
dering Ix'irry Wayne Yates near 
Hope, Ark., following a Christ- 
mas Eve 1968 poker game. In 
October 1969 a grand jury in- 
dicted Turner on charges of 
robbing Yates of $300. 


The petition contended the 


second trial is forbidden by the 
Fifth 
Amendment provision 


that says no one should "be 
subject for the same offense to 
be twice put in jeopardy of life 
or limb." 


Burger's objection to the de- 


cision was based on the fact 
that the court heard no argu- 
ment. 


Turner, of Hempstead Coun- 


ty, had claimed the evidence 
the state would present on the 
robbery charge would be identi- 
cal with what was introduced 
on the murder charge. 


"Had the jury found petition- 


er present at the crime scene, 
it would have been obliged to 
return a verdict of guilty of 
murder," the unsigned opinion 
said. "The only logical con- 
clusion is that the jury found 
him not present at the scene of 
the murder and robbery1, a find- 
ing which negates the possi- 
bility of a constitutionally valid 
conviction for the robbery of 
Ixirry Wayne Yates. 


The Arkansas Supreme Court

Dear Dr. Lamb—You said 


that a person eating a bal- 
anced diet should be getting 
s u f f i c i e n t vitamins. The 
trouble is that most of us 
don't know what a balanced 
diet is. Unfortunately, doc- 
tors do not seem to be aware 
that many people are finan- 
cially and otherwise unable 
to follow doctors' rules. The 
restaurants and cafeterias 
don't know either and that 
is why people have to use 
vitamins. What is the indi- 
vidual to do? 


fie*f Reader—You are ab- 


solutely right. Many recom- 
mendations in medicine are 
difficult for the public to 
follow, particularly in the 
food area. When you go to 
the grocery store, things are 
not packaged or labeled in 
ways that any person with- 
out a fairly good knowledge 
of nutrition will be able to 
f o l l o w diet recommenda- 
tions. A balanced diet is one 
that meets all the minimum 
daily vitamin and mineral 
requirements as well as the 
protein r e q u i r e m e n t s . 
There are several different 
kinds of proteins which are 
essential to the body and for 
that reason you need a va- 
riety of protein sources. 


Expressed in foods, that 


means that at least one meal 
a day should contain a major 
p r o t e i n source, which in- 
cludes lean meats, fish and 
poultry. For growing people, 
at least two meals a day 
should contain items of this 
group. Egg whites are an ex- 
cellent source of protein and 
can be used liberally. Forti- 
fied skim milk, low-fat milk 
and u n c r e a m e d 
cottage 


cheese are all e x c e l l e n t 
sources of protein and cal- 
cium. An equivalent of one 
quart of fortified skim milk 
should be used each day, 
particularly for older people 
to be sure, they get enough 
calcium. N o n f a t dry milk 
powder can be used in cook- 
ing also as a source of pro- 
tein and calcium. M a t u r e 
bean seeds are also a good 
protein source ancl cereals 
contain some protein. 


Essential v i t a m i n s and 


minerals are found in fruits 
and vegetables. Accordingly, 
the diet should contain daily 
a variety of vegetables to in- 
clude a leafy salad and two 
or three different vegeta- 
bles every day, like carrots, 
peas and the colored vege- 
tables. Tomatoes, of course, 
are excellent in the salad. 


It is also wise to have 


some fresh fruit each day, an 
orange, banana or apple, and 
if you are not eating fresh 
fruit it is more important to 
have one fresh tomato a day. 


C e r e a l is an important 


source of vitamins and you 
can get that from home- 
cooked oatmeal or any of 
the prepared breakfast cere- 
als and a variety of breads. 
Unless calorie restriction is 
necessary, at least two slices 
of a good-quality bread a 
day are desirable, particu- 
larly if other cereal is not 
used.

Young intern to 
be speaker for 
budding doctors

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 


27-year-old doctor has made 
medical history by becoming 
the first member of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association's pow- 
erful House of Delegates to rep- 
resent the nation's interns and 
budding specialists. 


Dr. Eugene Ogrod, training 


to be an internal medicine spe- 
cialist at the Sacramento, Ca- 
lif., medical center, took his 
seat Sunday among the 240 oth- 
er members of the House of 
Delegates as the AMA opened 
its annual convention. The av- 
erage age of members of the 
House of Delegates is 50. 


Ogrod's presence and that of 


his alternate, Dr. Neville Con- 
nell of Washington, D. C., is a 
significant departure from past 
AMA conventions, a reflection 
of a reform movement afoot to 
give the nation's 50,000 interns 
and residents a voice in AMA 
affairs. 


"I think it's imperative that 


young physicians be involved in 
a meaningful way in the affairs 
of the AMA," Ogrod said in an 
interview. "There are too many 
decisions being made by the 
AMA affecting our training and 


the way medicine is going to be 
practiced 15 years from now 
when we'll be the doctors in 
private practice." 


Ogrod, who was graduated 


from Stanford Medical School 
in 1970, said his presence in the 
House of Delegates is only a 
first step. 


"The most important thing is 


we must first establish our- 
selves and then begin dealing 
with the problems facing in- 
terns, residents and young doc- 
tors," he said. 


He said these doctors want 


more say in how they 
are 


trained as interns and for their 
specialties; they want a voice 
in solving medicine's problems 
of delivering health care to the 
poor and the elderly; and they 
want a role in deciding how or- 
ganized medicine should react 
to legislation affecting medical 
practice. 


AMA critics have been call- 


ing several years for represen- 
tation in the AMA of interns 
and residents, whom the critics 
called 
medicine's dis- 


enfranchised 
doctors. 
The 


House of Delegates voted last 
year to allow an interns-resi- 
dents delegate this year and 
Ogrod and Connell were named 
in a caucus Saturday.
